Career & Technical Education (CTE) Report 

Discussion 

Jackie Dowd noted that CTE post-secondary produces end of year reports rather than “real time” 

updates. 

Chris Deaton informed the committee: 

CTE contracts are in the signature phase and programs will soon be able to reimburse for 

expenses. 

Federal report is due at end of December; Mr. Deaton will share the report with this 

committee in January, 2013.  

DWD has files listing those who were CTE students in high school, if the community 

colleges wish to have that information. 

Performance Improvement Plans, which are required in Indiana, target the program rather 

than the students.  The aim of the Plan is to improve in retention, graduation rates and job 

placements.

Adult Education Initial Performance Metrics for P2011 

Jackie Dowd distributed copies of the DWD 2011-2012 ABE Metrics Report (draft) to the 

committee for review and discussion.  Members provided feedback and suggestions for the final 

report.  The data in this report is based on information from INTERS. 

 

INTraining 

Ms. Mackintosh reported that progress is being made on data issues and information on the 

INTraining site. 

 

WIA:  State and WIB Roles 

Regional operators have requested a lessening of the restrictions for INTraining eligibility.  It is 

reported that employers are asking that employment candidates have training other than just 

entry-level.  The regional operators would like for WIA funding to provide this additional 

training that currently falls outside of the approved regulations.   

Ms. Mackintosh provided a hand out reminding all of the criteria for approval and the most 

common reasons for denial of programs to be on INTraining.  She stated that this committee may 

need to consider if changes in the approval process are warranted.
